LACOMBE, Feb. 27.—A Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway engineer was

Britain, U.S. 
Other Powers 
Said Menaced 
By Spies’ Wo 


OTTAWA, Feb. 27—(CP)—The 
widening ramifications of Canada’s 
espionage investigation were appar- 
ent today in the wake of a govern. 
ment disclosure that the security 
of other powers friendly to Canada 
also were involved in the probe. 

THE TEXT OF THE ORDER-in- 
council under which the inquiry is 
proceeding, made public yesterday 
by Justice Minister St. Laurent, dis- 
closed the probe was launched be- 
cause foreign agents—admitted in 
Moscow last week to be Russian— 
were making a “concerted effort” 
to obtain secret information the 
aisclosure of which “might be ini- 
mical to the safety and interests of 
Canada and friendly powers.” 

Speculation immediately arose 
that the unidentified “friendly pow- 
ers” were Britain and the United 
States—Canada’s wartime allies and 
partners in the atomic power “Big 
Three.”

Suicide Verdict 
In Calgary Death 


CALGARY, Feb. 27—(CP)— 
Thomas Stewart “literally placed 
himself in the path of the oncom- 
ing train”, a coroner's jury investi- 
gating the death of the 64-year-old 
Priddis farmer, said in its verdict 
here yesterday. Stewart was in- 
stantly killed by a CPR train Sun- 
day evening near the Ogden -cross- 
ing. “I believe there is no doubt in 
apyone’s mind that it was a direct

Rum Taken Off Ration List 


Effective Friday, March 1, rum will be removed from the ration list 
in this province, J. A. King, chairman of the Alberta Liquor Control 
Board, announced Wednesday. 

AT THE SAME TIME he said that the ration of wine would be 
doubled from two 26-ounce bottles a month as at present, to four bottles 
This will apply to either domestic or imported wine. 

Mr, King said that there would be no change in the whisky or brandy 
ration, and that they would remain as at present with one 26-ouncc 
bottle being offered to each permit holder each month. 

SIMILARLY THERE WILL be no change in the beer ration, this re- 
maining at three-dozen pints a month. 

In coming off the ration list, rum joins gin, which was removed as 
from Feb. 1.

NUERNBERG, Feb, 27—(BUP) 
—A refugee from a Lithuanian 
ghetto told the war crimes tri- 
bunal today that the Germans 
forced Jews to crawl on the 
ground and bark like dogs, then 
dance naked around bonfires 
until they fell unconscious. 

The witness, 32-year-old Abra- 
ham Suzkever, who was called to 
testify by Russian Prosecutor 
Smirnov, said he spent two years 
in the ghetto of Wilno but 
escaped with partisans. 

Before testimony started, the 
court rejected the request of 
former German Foreign Minister 
Joachim von Ribbentrop to call 
Winston Churchill as a defence 
witness and passed on other 
defence requests.

Russia is landing additional thou- 
sands of troops in Dairen and Port 
Arthur, indicating an intention to 
remain in Manchuria indefinitely.

Suzkever said he and other 
Jews were siripped naked, taken 
to a synagogue and forced at 
bayonet point to dance around a 
pyramid of burning logs. Most 
of them were nearly unconscious 
when their tormentors left, be 
said. 

He said he was awakened an- 
other night and marched with 
other Jews through the streets to 
prison where they were lined up 
and beaten with sticks by Ger- 
man soldiers. 

He said he finally escaped ang 
hid in his mother’s house after 
swimming across a river.

AMSTERDAM, Feb. 27.—(CP)—The grave of every

the Netherlands, or whose bodies

FKighteen thousand graves in the 
American cemetery at Margate are 
expected to be allocated to families 
shortly, Other cemeteries affected 
are at Bergen-op-Zoom, Nijmegen} 
and Groeningen.

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Tragic Inconsistencies 


The ignorance and confusion and contra- 
dictions shown in Ottawa’s attitude towards 
Canada’s housing crisis constitute an appal- 
ling tragedy for the people of this country. 

Last week the Hon. C. D. Howe, minister 
of reconstruction, stated that 35,000 new 
homes were built in Canada in 1945. At al- 
most the same time, Arthur MacNamara, 
deputy minister of labor, guessed that only 
27,000 had been constructed, including 
apartments. Mr. Howe declared that 50,000 
would be built this year. Mr. MacNamara 
pointed out that 50,000 would be a difficult 

al to attain ‘and that even 50,000 would be 
ess than the annual number required. 

Mr, Howe places Canada’s total housing 
requirements at 300,000 dwellings. Yet the 
Royal Bank of Canada, with all the accurate 
information at its disposal, reported in Nov- 
ember 1944 that “if the first postwar year 
should be 1946, the actual accumulated need 
for urban housing units would be 500,000, 
according to the Committee on Housing and 
Community Planning”’. 

“It has been estimated”, the bank’s letter 
continued, “that Canada’s minimum housing 
need after the war will call for the erection 
of 50,000 to 100,000 units in the first pre- 
war year and of 700,000 in the first ten 
years”, ; 

All these inconsistencies and contradic- 
tions and ill-matched opinions must indicate 
one of two things; either that Ottawa is not 
telling the truth about the housing emerg- 
ency or that members of the government 
and its officials are merely playing in a 
haphazard way with the number one prob- 
lem of the Dominion. 

But the prime iniquity of the situation 
does not even appear in the hodge-podge of 
half-facts and dubious information handed 
out by Ottawa. For even if Mr. Howe's 
records and prognostications were accurate, 
which they obviously are not, none of this 
building accomplishes anything for the class 
of Canadians who need homes most desper- 
ately. Absolutely no official plans are in ex- 
istence anywhere, formulated by Ottawa or 
by private enterprise, to meet the tremend- 
ous and urgent need for low-rental homes 
that will rent at from $18 to $25 per month. 

More than 80 percent of the people of 
Canada, earning less than $2,150 a year, can 
afford no more than this, Yet not one thing 
has been done by Mr. Howe or anyone else 
to meet their requirements. The only home 
building, government sponsored or other- 
wise, caters to the purses of the 20 percent 
who earn more than $2,150. 

Surely it is time the government and its 
officials stopped playing around with wild 
guesses and wilder housing plans. Surely the 
time has come when they must listen to the 
demand, made months ago by The Edmon- 
ton Bulletin and now echoed all over Canada, 
for a government subsidized building pro- 
gram which will provide modern homes for 
that 80 percent of Canadians whose incomes 
permit them to pay no higher rent than $18 
to $25 a month. 


Calgary Gets the Office 


Edmonton is to lose the head office of 
the government telephone system. Appar- 
ently because provincial and civic officials 
could not agree on a site for a new head- 
quarters building. 

The office is to be moved to Calgary. 
Since that city is said to provide half the 
revenue of the system, there is an element 
of fairness in locating the headquarters 
there, From the administrative stand-point 
there might be some advantage in keeping 
it in Edmonton, but this has not been stress- 
ed in public announcments and may not be 
important. 

The worst loss to Edmonton will be the 
transfer of the head office staff, which may 
involve some 300 people. Since provincial 
property pays no city taxes, there will be 
no loss of tax-revenue to the city. Living 
quarters vacated by employees of the tele- 
phone system will not want for tenants, and 
will continue to be tax producing.

including some members of the staff of a 


foreign mission in Ottawa”. 

In other words, what is being inquired 
into is not the existence of any “spy ring”, 
but simply the fact that certain persons have 
“disclosed” information it was their duty to 
conceal, We are not inquiring into the con- 
duct of any foreigners but into that of cer- 
tain yet unnamed citizens of our own coun- 
try. 

The facts, when we know them, may be 
all we fear and worse, but until then the 


Canadian public can well emulate their Gov- 


ernment’s example and reserve judgment. 


To cap the climax of absurdity staged at 
Moscow, an official at Ottawa says the Rus- 
sian government could have got most of the 
information it secured by simply asking for 
it.

The latest calculations of the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics seem 


cherished myths—the myth of a 
continually expavding population. 

Whereas most Canadians have usu- 
jally assumed that Canada would 
{hold twenty-five or thirty million 
people within a century or so, the 
Statisticians now tell us that our 
population will reach a maximum 
of 15,000,000 about the year 1990, 
and then begin to decline. 

This, of course, is only a theoreti- 
cal calculation, based on present 
birth and death rates. It does not 
reckon on the possibility that such 
rates may alter sharply or on the 
other possibility of immigration. 
Nevertheless, the warning than 
Canada is heading for a maximum 
population not much larger than 
London or New York, and then for 
an actual decline, must force us 
to revise our whole thinking about 
the Canadian future. 


* * * 
THE FIRST OBVIOUS conclusion 
from the new figures is that Can- 
ada can now consider a larger im- 


migration without any danger of 
overcrowding. If we cannot fill the 
vast rich and empty space of Can- 
ada ourselves it will be folly to 
jimagine that such an attractive 
vacuum will always remain closed 
while a great part of the globe is 
intolerably congested. Nor can w2 
make to the general welfare of the 
world the kind of contribution we 
have always hoped to make if we 
are permanently doomed to be a 
nation of minor numbers. 

This was all well understood in 
the early years of the century 
when Canada built the West out 
of large immigration.

This meal can be served as early 
as 11:30 and after it the baby will 
be more than ready for his daily 
nap. This may last from two to 
three hours. 

EVEN IF HE 1S ON THREE 
meals a day il is desirable to give 
an afternoon snack of half a glass 
of milk, probably accompanied by a 
cracker, so that he can “hold” over 
unti] time for the last meal of the 
day at 5:30 to 6 o'clock. The baby 
may be kept up for a half hour to 
an hour after this meal if he is not 
too sleepy, but if he is he should 
be popped into bed as soon as he 
has finished eating.

ROSWELL FIELD, N.M., Feb. 
27 — (AP) — The United States 
Army air forces’ 393rd Squadron 
claims it can explode an atomic 
bomb within 600 feet of its aim- 
ing point over the Bikini atoll | 
target fleet. 

THAT DISTANCE is believed 
to be substantially closer than 
the two bombs dropped on Hiro- 
shima and Nagasaki under com- 
bat conditions. 

Precision is essential in the 
tests in view of the task force 
to deploy target ships in the first 
test so as to attain damage rang- 
ing from negligible to total des- 
truction, dependent on the dis- 
tance of individual ships from 
the bursting point. 

Eight B-29 crews now are com- 
peting in daily practice drops on 
ranges here for the honor of 
dropping the bomb at the test. 
Score boards are kept 


Atomic Bomb 


THE SAME TYPE of accuracy 
needed for the actual dropping 
of the bomb will: be required for 
dropping parachutes with instru- 
ments for recording pressure and 
other data at the moment of the 


explosion. 

Ten photo planes, converted 
B-29s, will be circling the explos- 
ion area to get pictures, It is ex- 


pected they will be about three 
miles away at the instant of the 
explosion, but will hurry off to
